The proposed bill will include ail 
the game laws of the state under one 
general title. They will be classified 
and all conflicting sections will be re- 
pealed. If the bill passes the result 
will be an entirely new game law. Af- 
ter the bill is conapletee it will be 
submitted to the leading sportsmen 
of the state for suggestions calculated 
to improve it, and after these have 
been acted upon it will be passed upon 
by several well known attorneys so 
that there will be no question of its 
legal itv. 


This will be the first logical fish and 
game bill ever introo'u-.-ed in the leg- 
islature and tbe aim will be to make 
it as fair as possible to all interests. 
All the game laws will be repealed, if 
possible, and tbe new law will contain 
every section relating to tbe fish and 
game of the state. Ic is hoped to 
have it in shape to introduce early In 
the session so that-there will be plen- 
ty of time for its consideration.

The regular meeting of the Minis- 
terial association in the public library 
this morning was of unusual interest 
because of the question announced for 
discussion. The principal speaker was 
Rev. Mr. Sever, of the Eleventh 
Street Church of Christ, and a num- 
ber of other ministers spoke. 
The question.of interest to the pub- 
lic, was "To what extent should the 
topics of the day be discussed in the 
pulpit." and the trend of the address- 
es were that preaching the gospel 
was the mission of the minister. 


"There are some limitations in the 
preacher." said Rev. Mr. Sever. 
'Go 


preach the gospel,'says Christ, and'I 
determine to know nothing among 
you save Christ and Him crucified.' 
says Paul. 
Nothing more nor less 
than the whole gospel is to be preach- 
ed, but preaching Christ is the appli- 
cation of the doctrine of Christ not 
the doctrine of law. Whatever touch- 
es the individual needs of the soul and 
life is to be preached. The church is 
in everything. 
It touches human 
life at every point. In America we 
have a union of church and state. 
Now this has been said of the Old I 
World, but there it is an alliance of 
church and state. 
"Legitimate topics for discussion 
in the pulpit are topics relating to 
the home life, marriage and divorce, 
temperance, the relations of labor 
and capital and popular amusements, 
but all sensationalism for mere sen- 
sationalism must be exclnded. Eight 
per cent of married people are divorc- 
ed. Here is a subject that strikes to 
the foundation of our civil and relig- 
ious life. 
The pulpit should deal 
witn the question of intemperance- It 
shuuld not indicate how men should 
vote 
but 
it 
should 
educate 
the conscience to stand 
for tem- 
perance, temperance laws and the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. 
"Most men are influenced by their 
environment and the preacher is no 
exception. Men fell under obligation 
to men. He should rise above his en- 
vironment and give God's message.We 
hear ic said -Like people, like priest,1 
but it should be 'Like priest, like peo- 
ple.1 The preacher is under obligation 
to 
mould public sentiment- The 
preacher is not the hired man. Some 
people say we 'hire our preacher.* 
But he is not a hireling. 
He is 
God's mouthpiece to deliver God's 
message to men. In all our preaching 
let us preach the truth in love. Men 
and women are already weary with 
six days of toil, six days of reading 
politics and business and crime. They 
come to church to be fed by the bread 
of life." 


The gentleman was followed by 
Rev. Dr. Toland, Kev. Dr. Fisher, 
Kev. Mr. Ebereole, Kev. Mr. Erwin 
and Rev. Mr. Reuss, each of whom" 
seconded the assertion of the first 
speaker that the pulpit should preach 
the gospel. 


The election of officers for the next 
six months resulted in the selection 
of Rev. Dr. Fisher as president and 
Rev. Mr. Ebereole secretary. Rev. 
Dr. Hamilton, of the Presbyterian 
church, and Rev. Mr. Lucas, of the 
Roscoe M. P- church met with the as- 
sociation for the first time.

- Philippines Not Profitable. 


Denser. Oct. 7.—Congressman John 


- F. Shafroth, who has been travel-Ins 


in. China and the Philippines for the 
past four months, has arrived home. 
Speaking of the conditions in the Phil- 
ippines he said: "Peace has been prac- 
tically restored. There is still a little 
Insurrection in Samar, but aside from 
"that everything is fairly quiet. I do 
not believe, however, that the reten- 
tion of the islands trill be profitable, 
as the government will have to expend 
a great deal of money on them even in 
times of peace. It costs now between 
$60,000.000 and $75.000,000 a year to 
keep the soldiers there, and even if the 
number is reduced to 30,000 the es- 


- pens* will still be greater than the 


profits from the islands will warrant."

the place. She accepted and the next 
day she went out with hia» ia a car- 
riage with a pair of richly caparisoned 
horses and with a coachman on the 
box wearing stylish livery. At a loae- 
ly spot in Fairmount park the carriage 
TTas stopped by a maa who claimed to 
represent the Law and Order league, 
and who said he had a warrant fo* 
her arrest on the charge of keeping a 
disorderly house. He got in the car- 
riage, and Mrs. Goodrich says the next 
thing she knew she was gagged and 
blindfolded- The party proceeded to 
Fort Wayne, 15 miles from the city, 
and here the woman was immured in 
a volunteer engine house.

He established the 
northernmost postoffice in the world.

This place, where the 
northernmost newspaper in the worlc 
is published once a year, will receive 
the mails once a year by a United 
States revenue cutter.
